Serving  the  college  as  athletic  director  since  1989,  Gwyn  Young  has  been  head 
coach  of  the  Lady  Wolves  basketball  team  for  25  years.  Since  coming  to  Co-Lin,  he 
has  seen  his  team  win  numerous  titles  and  has  compiled  a  record  of  533  wins  and 
171  losses  to  rank  him  in  the  top  winning  NJCAA  coaches  in  the  nation.
